But as teachers and librarians, we know ^he vajue of reading, and 
it is oiTr job to help students discover thatifeading can be fun as 
well as useful. ... 

••This booklist, like its previous editions, is intended for use by 
students who are cbnsidwed rlRictant-not retarded— readers. The 
reluctant reader ma^ be defined as one who has the al>ility to read 
but#lacks motivation be<:auseof the absence of interesting material. 
From experience we know that many supposedly rgfluctant readers 
can actually read above their present grade level /fth^y are guidfed 
to books that interest them. ^ 

This new edition of High Interest-Easy Reading contains over 
400 titles, which include more nonaction books than prevjous 
editions. While a few popular titles from previous editions have 

' been retained, most selections are titles published since 1972. 

► In selecting titles, tl]e committee ^oked f6r books of^high literary 
quality tha[t deal with topics-of interest to th^ average adolescent, 
^n essential criterion was k writing style thit students would find 
both easy and enjoyable to read. Thus, all works of fiction in this 
booklist have fairly simple plots, plenty of action and dialog, and 

. atninimUm of description. Many^of these books have modem sit- 
uations and characters with which .the f?luctant reader can easily 
identify. We ha|p avoided the **crassics,*' other works often as- 

\ signed as required reading, adaptations, textbooks, and comic 

. .books. \ * r 

In judging a title's appeal, we tried to take into consideration 
the impact the book's opening would; have' on a reluctant reader, 
since the first sentence, the first paragraph of a book are all-impor^ 
taut in stimulating Ireader interest. The title of a book was another 
important consideration; it should give readers some idea pf theJ 
content of the work and not> mislead thejn. A catchy, appealing 
title can also do much to draw the reluctant reader into a book.

The books selected for inelusion have a generally pleasing for- 
mat that would catch the feluctant reader|s^ye and interest him 
or Tier in picking up the book; Book jackets oi\covers of the selec- 
tions are bright and colorful, and many of the nonfietiori books 
have illustrations that Jielp break up the mbnoTony of the printed 
page and enhance tlie meaning of the' text. The print in these 
. books is usually large, clear, and dark, yet not large enough to sug- 
gest elementary reading or material for the visually handicapped. 

We have not attempted to put an exact grade level on any of the 
books. The designation Junior suggests that junior high students 
will probably find the material suited to. their interests, reading 
ability, and curriculum requirements. in mind, howeve^, that 
many senior high studenW'wil! find something re'kdable and rele- 
vant among the Junior books. Conversely, books desigmted' Senior 
will be of interest and value to some junior 'high students, espe- 
cially as their reading ability improves through practice. 

Some titles have been included ir^/Tnore than one §ubject cate- 
gory, lai^gely so that readers* will not hsCve to turn to several dif- 
ferent sections to read about a book with an interesting title. A 
Directory of Publishers is included at the end of the booklist for 
book ordering purposes.' Publishers' names^ , abbreviated in the 
bibliographic listings' preceding each annotation, are given in full in 
the Directory, afong^with the appropriate ordering addres?. 

All. titles included' in this booklist haVe been read by- the coni- 
.mittee members, and the vast majority have been tested in qlass- 
rooms and libraries, ^ye hope that our choices \yill interesting 
• enough to encourage students to read. It is important that stu- 
dents find satisfaction and pJeasure'in reading if ihey are to achieve 
a ntodicum of success in the English -classroom. This booklist is 
based on the premise that students must first learn to like to readr 
Once 'thi^oal is met, students' analysis and study^of various types 
of literature^ will be much less burdensome and laborious than it 
might otherwise be. -^^ 

We hope that this newvedition.will bring satisfaction and success 
in the reading program to botll your.students and you. •
